DEFENCE OPENS. 


Prisoner Enraged Over Adultery. 


Thia morning's interesting 
foaturo of tho Indian murder 
trial, which is now proceeding at 
tha' Supreme Court, wag tho 
oponing speech for tho dofonco, 
doliverod by Mr. EI. 8. Fitzroy, 
counsol for tho dofondant, Chain 
Din, who is charged ‘with tho 
murdor of his wifo at Pokfulum. 

‘Inspector arner, recalled, 
atatod that since the hoaring tho 
provious day, ho had purchased a 
similar choppor to the ono found 
noor tho nullah. He then got ao 
beof bone and inflicted blows on it 
with -tho chopper. Thoy woro 
fairly hoavy blows and the 
chopper was as ‘produced (the 
edge very’ jagged and piocoa 
broken off). 

‘ At tho roquest of Mr. Fitzroy, 
tho bono was produccd ; a rathor 
massive boot bono,

MR. ARNOLD'S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Jobn Arnold sald prisono: 
waa his chauffeur from Baptom- 
bor last-year until May 27th last. 
Ho romombored an occasion whon 
prisoner's son was in tho way 
of tho car and he asked prisoner 
why his wife didn't look aftor 
the child. Prisoner said she 
was ill and at hor mothor's 
“That wason May 17th. 
A day or two later, ho asked 
prisonor if his wife was bottor 
and he burst into tears and ssid: — 
“My wifo is not il, but has 
misconducted horself with some 
othor, men.” ‘He furthor said 
his wife had committod mis- 
conduct with soveral hundred 
Indians since hor moerriago 
and that ho proposed to 

“chop” hor. Witness told him 
not to bo a fool. Prisoner did 
not montion any .names. On 
the morning of May 27th, 
prisoner drove witnoss to his 
office at avery fart speed, more 
‘than. the ‘spaced limit, but othor- 
wiso ho appeared normal. Ho 
was o good drivor, but a bit 
reckloss. Soon after, prisonor 
asked him’ for. $50. to pay ao 
-goliciter'’s bill and witness gave it 
to him. Ho noxt saw prisonor 
at 12.55 pm. when o strange 
Indian drovo him up to tho office 
in witnosa’s car. Ho had to bo 
“Sahib, I'm 
vory sorry L'vo caused all this 
trouble. Ihave chopped my wifo 
and now I go to my God.” Ho 
was then highly oxcited. ‘Witness 
dismissed him and told those 
with him to take him to tho 
Polico Station. 

.About three weeks previous to 
May 27th, prigonorhadcomplained 
to him that ho had boen oasault- 
od by Indians. It occurred twice 
and witness wont with prisonar 
to got a warrant for the arrest of 
the Indians concorned, °° 


REVOLVER SHOTS. 


A day or two lator, witnoss 
hoard a noise outside his house 
ond saw threo Indians shouting 
“Let. us in.” He asked what 
thoy wanted and they said, “ We 
hove come to boat your ‘ohauf- 
four.” He told thom if thoy-did 
not go ho would shoot ‘thom,

-Ho fired 
thitashotd into tho air and thoy 
ran toa carand made off. He also. 
fired two shots at the gasolono 
tonk of the oar but missed.
